Eurtherj Edi is not, in my opinion, the wrst (or best, depending on how you 
want to look at it) stabber in the hobby. That honor goes to none other than 
VJalter Buchanana He won six games in a row, all m_ore or less in the sam.e fashion! 
a succession of ver^- effective betrayals of ally after ally, aided and abetted by 
very effective diplomacy which enabled hira to keep his i'J-l-gotten gains until it 
was time for the next stab. 

, Walt" did have a few other things going for him. He entered a number of games 
at roughljr the same tirae, all of which, he later won. Consequently, hj the ttm.e it 
became apparent that 1-Jalt was an effective and dangerous opponent, it was too late 
for the other players to do anything about it. 

As of late, '^'alt has had somewhat less specta'calar success (most particularly 
in GLAIJ & FANG'S 1973Eo^j his first loss) and has gone mainly to playing in Demo 
games as a result., 

As for othetc^ well-known figuxes in the hobby, I lould have given. Ki'".ca Rocamora 
(something like 6 wins in 8 games to his credit j winner of the FTF toi;Tnamcnt at the 
last Dipcon) second place in the stab category, but now I am not so sure.

Andy Phillips, perennial second of the "big three" in Galhamer points (Bix'san, 
Phillip .s, and D„ Beyerlein, resp.) has something of a reputation for stabS;, but 
does so only when it improves his chances, certainly not capriciouslj' liks Birsano 
He can be trusted to cooperate in draw situations and, all in all, plays m.uch like 
Doug Beyerleine 

Len Lskofka (5 mns or so) is probablj?- -the hobby's most avid, believer in T-.ttritten 
treaties. Once you have a treaty mth him, he can tisually (but hardly always) be 
trusted to keep it« You cannot, however, trtist him not to use every dodge ho can 
thinl<: of to get out of the provisions of the treaty he has just signed mth you^ 
if he believes it is to his interest to do so. As an example, he may -sign a treaty 
forbidding him from attacking you himself, but that hardly prevents him from per- 
suading someone else to do so for him, now does it? 

Having now antagonized half the leading players in the hobby more or less 
equally, hopefully Edi 1.1111 now fcrgive me for singling hirii out and t./e can h:3ar 
outraged complaints from someone else*

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IN DEF'-MSE OF THE PURE OF HEART 
by David Forts 

■ In GL/\H & FMG #56 Gary Behnen, my colleague 'in I97I4HZ/ confessed to a melancholia 
at seeing so many "pure of heart" type of players enter the hobby in recent 3-ears. . : 
I myself havebeen in postal Diplomacy for only tuo years^ so it is hard for me to make 
comparisons. But it seems to me that the introduction of a. i7.:;-?G :,-eliable and stable 
diplomatic olass can only bring benefit and raire enjoyraent to this game. 

Gary seems to be arguing, a la Macchiavelli. that a player who keeps agreements- 
simply for the sake of maintaining his own word is foolish and ultimately . irrational. 
Like Macchiavelli, Gary calls for a diplomacy which takes into account the -ireird 
ethical predilections of the honest Prince, and uses such- naivete for one Is own , - 
advantage. 

Actually, Gary is still cal.ling for a stab ki'iid of diplomacy. He only recommends 
that if you must stab, make sure you completely arjnihilate your former friend. In 
modern arms lingo, he. urges a first strike diplo-m-atic strategy/-. 

If in fact, the hobby has been inundated by t^-Toes -vfho generally keep their 
agreements, then it seems to me weare witnessing a healthy gfoi-roh in the art of 
diplo-macy,' 'similar to that: i-jiriich occurred in TJestern Eurone some centuries ago. The 
intrigues of the Italian City States were' eventually replaced by the relati-.'-ely 
stable diplomatic S'byle of the eighteenth centuryc The Enlightenment hari. its war's, 
but generally, the Princes sought no wars of annihilation, a nd had a pret-.y good 
record of keeping their avowedly temporary alliances „ If indeed we are getting some 
of these tj/pes.in the hobby, it -i-all make for a more rational kind cf diplomacy. 
One mil not be .able to break agreements either i.-ally-nill^r, or even if his current 
self-i-nterest .reqjj-ires . it. A diplomat will have to 'plan and be bound by a more ■ 
intelligent long-range appreciation of -the personali-'oies and forces on the board. 
Long- range planning may make for some short terra inconveniences (e.g. keeping an 
alliance' i-rith a stronger ally),^but,. like chess, .it is 'more challe-nging and more 
interesting to look beyond the next move, ■ ',--... 

There is one final factor which leads me to conclude that the pLU-e of hearts" - ' 
ha yfe; made , Diplomacy more interesting and rationale This has to do -irfon ope aspect 
of the hobby which is quite different from the real world' of Metternich^ TaZ.lyrand, 
a"nd Gasterleagh, In the real world, there is only one history goirg on. '\ diplomat 
has one country and one lifetime to work with, ■^'■e had better make it Tjorkc There 
is -no other alternative. But in our hobby, we are playing not just for victory in 
the current game, bu.t in the next game as well, a-nd i-a the ga'me following that. If 
keeping an alliance causes one to take seco-nd place, that is no Ics'^c For it means 
that in the next gane, other players will 'brust you enough to let you (-oerhaps) '[.-jin 
and th^ take 'second. The slabber, no matter h';iw well timeihis thrust wins only for 
a while, and then he will n.ever have an easy time of" it again., I am told, in fact, 
that a" number of the pioneer players of D'iplo'macy are having great- difficulty' staying 
in any game they play now beyond a few seasons because 'of the ijild' st'yle -thry adopted 
early in their careers (the style that Gary yearns' for so much). Of ■ c our so, these .., 
types can drop out of the hobby for a while, become gamosmasteiis (earning prestige . 
points), or try to get into games with new pure, of heart players .and s-acker them, in . 
also, ' 

' Although, being a pu.re of heart diplomatist maybe more interesting,, rational, 
and .beneficial over 'the- long term, there are still some disadvantages that must be 
faced. First, unless there are- many others so motivated in the game, 'you may ea'sily' 
find yourself with no real trustworthy partner,. Eany get discoioragsd- at '-bhis paint 
and "do as the Romans' do," usua].ly unsuccessfullyo Occasionallj/-, if you are "the only 
such player 'in a game, tlae others may be so busy cutting one another that tnry -ill . 
let you win. Bu.t generally you need four or five of the pure of heart -'bype,:- in a 
game to practice this kind of diplomacy s'uccessfull;'p: .Second, -bhe pure cf }iearb typo 
is liable to practice self-deception. It is very easy to pretend to see sinister moves

necessary pre-emptive strike, I have found myself falling into this trap occasionally. 
Thirdly, he. is likely to- be charged x-jith a stab, if he makes any move which is unex- ' 
pected or slightly different from, what his neighbor thought he would do. He always 
has to prove his virginity. 

However, despite these disadvantages, it still seems evidan.t to me that a 
diplomacy founded on keeping one's agreements is a striking advance over what Gary 
says went before. One must make his agreements more thoughtfully, he must plan in 
a more long-range fashion, and he must be willing to take something less than a win, 
to be among the finishers and mnners in the games to come.

SCORING IN DIPLOMACY, 
by David J. Reynolds 

Most people in CLAW & FANG report themselves as having X mns and Y draws in ■ 
Z years of playing. I don't know whether there, is a points system in the higher 
reaches of the profession, but it seems to m.e high time such a system was introduced 
to CLAW & FANG. It is har^lj fair- that one man who has fou.ght the good fight, and 
ended up a loser in 191^, has to count this less than someone x-iio has emerged with 
a voted draw in 190^. 

I don't think much of the one-mnner concept. Even a horse gets credi-o for being 
second or thirds There are always 3 or la people in at the end of a won game, and 
this provides room for a first, second, third concept, mth, say three, two, and one 
points. Drax-m. garaes could divide up the six points equally, or a penalty might be 
a good, thing — let them divide four points. This would make for a more realistic 
game, because nations don't ordinarily try to crush other nations completely, and 
it xTOiild make for faster endings because somebod;^ xiho judged it best to be satisfied 
x-rith second-place x-xould co-operate x-iith the number-one to end the game. 

Another, and even better, points system is readily available, in -the table of 
centers held x-jhich is published at the end of every game. Just ax-iard each player 
one po'int for every center held at the end. This x-rould allo-w somebody x-jho has mostly 
ended up a loser x-jith 10 or 12 centers:, to have a rightful ranking over someone else 
x-jho has gone into draws or civil disorder early in his games. .And it xrorid allcnsr 
the Fangmaster (blessings oh his hoary head) to publish an annual table shox-iing the

In sorafe recent , correspondence with Fangmaster he asked me, "Have you. ever con- 
sidered doing an article for CLAW & FANG?"' 

Of course my answer was "no". "I still have too much trouble ' >jith the game^ 
so what, could I tririte about?"- (Anyone who' would try to build in Greece doesn't 
have all of the finer points of the game down pat yet, and I've tried, I'm entitled 
to make the occasional mistake aren't I?) 

Then I got to thinking and saL d to myself, "why not?" (After all it is Inter- 
national Women' s- Year. ) .So here is a contribution for "The Diplomat's Other Table" 
section. It was in m.y dear sainted mother's i*ecipe box* It has been published 
before, but I con't tell you where. I know it was published because it was on 
magazine paper taped to a filing card. 

(I'.'hile I've got the chance; Canadian Mensa SIG members beware: Fangmaster may 
be beginning to sound like Martha ¥arnes of MC — "Please contribute" .( (Martha is 
editor of the Canadian Mensa magazine — MC"^ — and is constantly appealing to the 
membership for contributions to MC . )) ) 

Now for the recipe for Crunchy Health Breads This recipe makes four loaves 
(5 pounds) of close textured, deep-flavoured bread that fi'eezes well. 

The ingredients: 

2^ Cups scalded milk 
■ 1 Cup wheat germ 

1 Cup rolled oats or other coarse dry cereal 
1-| Gtips warm water (100° F) 

2 Tbs dark brom sugar 

2 envelopes dry yeast 

i- Cup blackstrap molasses, malt syrup, or honey 

■J Cup oil 

-g- Cup sesame seed ' 

4 tsp salt 

3 ■ Gups whole wheat flour . 

5 Cups unsifted all-purpose flour' 

Pour scalded milk over wheat germ and oats in a large mixing bowl. Stir and 
let cool to lukewarm. Meanwhile, dissolve yeast and dark brown sugar in warm water. 
To cooked cereal mixture add blackstrap, oil, seeds, salt, and dissolved yeast. 
Beat, in x^i^ole wheat flour. Scrape and remove beaters. IJork in enough all-purpose 
flour mth wooden spoon, and then by hand, to form a dough. Knead on a floured 
board until smooth and elastic. Divide dough in four pieces and form into loaves. 
Drop into f ouroHed loaf pans, about 8-|- by U'a^.- arid stand in pans of warm water. Cover 
and let rise for 1 to 1-| hours. Bake at 375° for 20 minutes, reduce heat to' 350° 
and bake for 20 minutes more. Remove from; oven and cool. 

(Fangmaster herei I tried out this recipe and we found it delicious,-, One 
suggestion — my loaf p^ns may be.. larger than. Chri^Jj buii- the next time I xfill try 
dividing the dough into three loaves instead of four, 

(I had originally intended to test all contributed recipes before I published 
them.
